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N looking over the list of titles for the month we note with 

interest several outstanding publications. Of these the most 
important is of course Miss Lowell’s John Keats. Librarians 
will lament its cost but those who cannot afford to buy it at once 
should at least begin to make some plan for ultimately acquir- 
ing it. It is a contribution not only to American literature but 
to world literature, not only to biography but to literary criticism. 
We know of no greater tribute to Miss Lowell’s narrative and 
descriptive power than that expressed by one of our correspond- 
ents who wrote us recently that she had been depressed all day 
because of having read Amy Lowell’s description of Keats’ 
death the night before, and that she felt like asking everyone 
she met “Did you know Keats was dead?” Samuel Gompers’ 
Seventy years of life and labor gives an unusual review of social, 
political and economic forces in America during his lifetime. 
It is written in a simple straightforward manner and has much 
to offer to those interested in labor problems. William Dean 
Howells, by Oscar W. Firkins, is distinguished by thoroughness 
and discrimination and is admirably written in a lively style. 
Bird islands of Peru, by Robert C. Murphy, is equally notable 
in its field. Besides being excellent reading it is reliable natural 
history and of such a combination there cannot be too much. 
In fiction there is the already famous Arrowsmith, Miss Ken- 
nedy’s inimitable Constant nymph, Mr. Byrne’s lovely O’Malley 
of Shanganagh, and Mr. Nathan’s fine Jonah. These are all 
books of distinction.
